* By his will bearing date 8 June, he [& body to be de- 
cently interred with funeral rites, in his father's ſepulchre at Bangor, 
leaves his wife the thirds of his whole eſtate, and the other two parts 
for the payment of his debts, and education of his children; that the 
lands of the pariſh of Dunndonell and as much more next to them 
adjoining as would make up / Soo a year, be the portion of Hans 
his ſecond ſon, then living, after his coming to age and the payment 
of his debts; and after the ſatisfaction of his debts, he to have the 
fifth part of his whole eſtate to the heirs male of his body, the rever- 
fon to his eldeſt fon Henry, Lord Claneboye, he paying the portions 
of the ſaid Hans's daughters, if any, proportionably to that moie- 
ty.— Wills that his wife have her refidence in the caſtle of Killileagh,

The reaſon of this attempt on his life, which at that time oc- 
caſioned various ſurmiſes and reports, was this, Alderman William 
Ridge of London having had part of the lands of Skreen, with 
others in the county of Meath, and about 451. a year in the county 
of Wexford, ſet out to him as an adventurer (being all the eſtate he 
had in Ireland) did by his will, made in 1670, the year he died, de-

Edmund and Sir William Birmingham, &c. s againſt Ed- 
ward le Bruce, brother to Robert, King of Scots, who 24 
April 1315 had landed at Olderfleet, attended by the three 
baniſhed brothers, Walter, Robert and Aumary de Lacie, 
together with an army of 3000 men, and had ſo far pre- 
vailed with the Iriſh, that they crowned him King of Ire. 
land at Knocknemelan, within half a mile of Dundalk : 6 
But Sir John Birmingham, by his prudent conduct, gave 
him a total overthrow ; for encamping about half a mile 
from the enemy, Roger de Maupas, a burgeſs of Dun- 


dalk, diſguiſed himſelf in a fools dreſs, and in that cha- 

racter entering their camp, killed Bruce by ſtriking out 
his brains with a plummet of lead; he was inſtantly” cut 
to pieces, and his body found N over that of Bruce,

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but for this ſervice his heir was rewarded with 40 marcy 
a year 1; of which action Sir John having intelligence, 
met the Scots in good order of battle, and 28 May routed 
their whole army with a very great ſlaughter ; after which 
he cut off Bruce's head, and ſent it (or as Marlburgh ſays, 
took it himſelf) to K. Edward, who in recompence of ſo 
ſignal a ſervice, created him Earl of Louth, entailing the 
honour on his iſſue male, by patent, dated, in full parlia- 
ment at Vork, 12 May (not 75 June, as ſome write) 
1319, (12 Edw. II.) which was exemplified at Kilkenny 1 
November 1375 (49 Edw. III.) and is among the patent 
rolls of that year in Birmingham-tower : And, for the 
better ſupport of the honour, the King conferred on him, 
not only the creation money of 20l. a year, iſſuing out of 
the county of Louth, to hold by the fourth part of a knight's 
fee, but the manor of Atherdee in the ſaid county, which 
formerly belonged to Ralph Pippard, by whom it was given 
and ſurrendered to K. Edward I. to hold to him and his 
heirs, with the knight's fees, advowſons of churches, and 
all other rights thereto belonging, as fully as the ſaid Ralph 
had held the ſame, by the ſervice of one whole Knight's 
fee, and three parts of a knight's fee. ; 

On 14 September the ſame year he acquired another 
victory in Conaught, and flew 500 Iriſh, with their 
leaders O Conor and Mac-Kelly, being then general of 
the army; and in June 1321 was appointed L. J. of the 
kingdom, with the fee of 500 marcs a year: During his 
adminiſtration he received a writ from the king, authoriz- 


ing him to remove all ſuch inſufficient perſons, as his pre- 


deceſſor Mortimer had put into office; and alſo a letter, 
dated 3 April 1322, to meet him at Carliſle in Ofab. Trin. 
following, with 300 men at arms, 1000 hobellars and 
6000 footmen, armed with a Keton, a Sallet, and Gloves 
of mail, to ſerve againſt the Scots, beſides 300 men at 
arms, Which Richard de Burgo, Earl of Ulſter, had for his 
own ſhare undertaken to conduct. This ſummons he rea- 
dily obeyed, although the Engliſh in Ireland had ſuffered 
a defeat from O Nolan, in which Andrew Birmingham, 
and many others were ſlain, and although he had loſt his 
only ſon Richard, who died this year. 

In 1325 he founded the Franciſcan Friary of Thetmoy, 
otherwife Monaſterfeoris, in Offaley; and King's County * 
and in 1329 was preſent in the parliament held at ou

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lin, when a new peace was made between the Earl of Ul- 
ſter and the Lord Maurice Fitz-Thomas * ; but being ex- 
tremely envied by the Gernons, Verdons, and others of 
the ancient colony planted in Louth, he was moſt trea- 
cherouſly murdered 10 June that year at Ballybraggan a, 
being betrayed by them to the Iriſh, who aſſembled in a 
great multitude, uſing the ſame ſpeech that the rebellious 
Jews are ſaid to have uſed in the goſpel, Nolumus hunc reg- 
nare ſuper nos 3. With him, who is ſtyled the beſt Earl for 
worth, bounty, proweſs, and valour, fell moſt of his 
kindred and friends, among whom were his brother Peter ; 
Robert, his reputed brother; Sir John, ſon to his brother 
Richard, Lord of Athenry; William (Finne) Birming- 
ham, the Lord Athenry's uncle's ſon; Simon, ſon of the 
faid William; Thomas, ſon to Robert Birmingham of 
Conaught 3 Peter, fon to James of Conaught; Henry 
Birmingham of Conaught ; and Richard Talbot of Ma- 
lahyde, with about 200' more, whoſe names are not 
known +—On 19 June John and Roger Gernon, brothers, 
came to Dublin in behalf of the murderers, defiring they 
might be tried by common law ; but hearing that the Lord 
William Birmingham was coming to thecity, they left it on 


the 27th. He married Catharine, fourth daughter of Rich- 


ard, Earl of Ulſter, by whom he had an only ſon Richard, 
who died before him, and three daughters his coheirs, all 
left in their minority, viz. Matilda, married to Sir Euſtace 
le Poer, anceſtor to the Earl of Tyrone, and was living 17 
Edw. III. Bartholomea, to John, ſon of Richard Fitz- 
Richer, and had a ſon Richard; and Catharine, to Ed- 
mund Lacie. 
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We now proceed with Richard, the fourth Lord of Richard, 


Athenry, a very brave and warhke man. In the year 
1316, he and the Lord Richard de Clare flew many Iriſh 
in Conaught 5; and at the feaſt of Pentecoſt, he killed 
300 Iriſh, or more, in Munſter; in which year, 4 Auguſt, 
with the Lord William Burke, he led a great army againſt 
Phelim O Conor and other rebellious chiefs of Conaught, 
near Athenry, with ſuch prodigious ſucceſs, that they are 
ſaid to have killed the King O Conor, with 8000 (ſome ſay 
11000) * men. After this victory, he ſent John Huſee 
(Huſſey) a butcher of that 5 to ſearch among the ſlain

examining the dead bodies, than he came from his hiding 
place, attended with a ſtout Eſquire, and endeavoured to 
perſuade Huſſey to return with him into his country, pro- 
miſing him lands and large poſſeſſions; Huſley anſwered, 
J will not go with thee, but thou ſhalt come with me to my 
Lord Richard Birmingham ; O Kelly replied, thou only 
haſt thy page with thee, but I this warlike Eſquire ; there- 
fore come with me, and ye ſhall be ſafe ; the page embrac- 
ed the propoſal, ſaying, maſter, let us go with O Kelly, 
and we ſhall be both ſafe and rich, for they are ſtronger 
than we; Huſſey was ſo incenſed at this, that firſt. he flew 
his page, then O Kelly and his Eſquire, and cutting off 
their 3 carried them to his Lord, who inſtantly 
knighted him, and rewarded him with many lands. * 
le died in the year 1322, * and was buried at Athenry, 
having iſſue three ſons, William Fitz-Richard, his ſucceſ- 
for ; Sir John Birmingham, ſlain with his uncle John, Earl 
of Louth; and Andrew, who in 1318 killed Hugh Ca- 
non, Juſtice of the King's Bench, between Naas and Caſ- 
tlemartin; but was ſlain himſelf, with many more, b 
O Nolan, the year after his father's death, 1323, and le 
a ſon, William Fitz-Andrew de Birmingham, who 30 
Auguſt 1347 was made conſtable of the Caltle of Athlone, 
with all the lands and tenements thereto belonging. * 
William, Sir William, the fifth Lord of Athenry, in 132) joined 
5 with the Fitz-Geralds and Butlers againſt the Poers and 
Baron, Burkes, when the lands and manor-houſes were burned 
belonging to the Lord Arnold Poer in Munſter, and the 
Town of Kenlys in Offory *.—In 1330 he was preſent at 
a parliament in Kilkenny, with the Earls of Ulſter and 
Ormond, and the Lord Walter Burke of Conaught ; in

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which year, he and the Lord Maurice Fitz-Thomas made 
eace with the L. J. and ſwore by the Holy Evangeliſts and 
— to be faithful to their Lord the King: After 
which, he and the two before- mentioned Earls aſſembled a 
conſiderable Force, to drive Brien O Brien out of Urkytt, 
near Caſhel, where he was ravaging the country; and on 
the Vigil of St. Margaret the Virgin that year he knighted 
his captains, John de St. Albans and John Monſell.—In 
1331 he marched with a great army againſt David O Toole 
and other Iriſh rebels, who had taken the Caſtle of Arklow, 
whom he defeated with much loſs, and would have com- 
pleated his conqueſt, had they not deceived him by falſe 
promiſes . But Sir Anthony Lucy, L. J. ſuſpecting that 
the Engliſh lords, who abſented themſelves from parlia- 
ment, were underhand abettors of the Iriſh in their Rebel- 
lion, * reſolved to ſecure as m—_ of them as he could ap- 
prehend; among whom was William, Lord Birmingham, 
notwithſtanding the L. J. had ſome time before granted 
him the King's letters of pardon 2. He was apprehended ; 
at Clonmell by ſtratagem, in the month of February, with 
his ſon Walter, whilſt he was fick in bed 3, and 19 April 
was ſent to the Caſtle of Dublin ; and, though he had fre- 
quently done good ſervice to his King and country, and 
was ſuch a knight for valour (ſay the Annals) “ that his 
match was not eafily to be any where found, being one of 
a thouſand in warlike exploits, he was executed 11 July 
1332, and buried among the Friars-Preachers in Dublin ; 
which fate his ſaid fon Walter had not eſcaped, but that

A bout this time, viz. the latter end of the reign of Edward II. 
and the beginning of Edward III. (in the ſpace of zo years) Sir John 
Davys, in his hiſtorical collections, p. 39. obſerves, That the general 
defection of the old Engliſh into the Iriſh cuſtoms happened. For, 
about that time (ſays he) they did not only forget the Engliſh lan- 
e guage, and ſeorn the uſe thereof; but grew to be aſhamed of their 
very Engliſh names (though they are noble and of great antiquity 
* and took Iriſh ſurnames and nicknames; namely, the two wol 
potent families of the Burkes in Conaught (after the houſe of the 
A Red Earl failed of heirs male) called their chiefs Mac- William 
© Eighter and Maca William Oughter ; and in the ſame province, 
„Birmingham, Baron of Athunry, called himſelf Mac-Yoris [or 
** Mac-Feoris].” And this might probably be the reaſon-of the go- 
yerument's apprehending them, to preſerve themſelves from ſuch 
dangerous enemies, as they might prove when mere Iriſh, Jt may 
alfo be attributed to this barbarous cuſtom, and the Taniſtry law, 
that the deſcent of this, and other ancient Iriſh families, is rendered 
yery obſcure, |

He had iſſue two ſons, the ſaid Walter, and Richard his 
heir apparent, who died before him, or ſoon after, leaving 
a ſon Thomas in his minority, as appears by a record in 
1334, finding, that the town of Athenree was lately in the 
cuſtody of William, Earl of Ulſter, by reaſon of the mi- 
nority of Thomas, fon of Richard de Birmingham; which 
Richard held that town of the Earl of Ulſter, by the ſer- 
vice of ten mares yearly rent, payable to him at his manor 
of Loughreagh, by equal portions at Eaſter and Michael- 
mas, and by ſuit of his court at the ſame place. 

Sir Walter Birmingham, the younger ſon, on the Vigil 
of the Virgin Mary 1330 was knighted by the Earl of 
Deſmond near Moygallin; and in February 1333 was re- 
leaſed by the L. J Darcy from his confinement in the caſ- 
tle; was reſtored to his lands in 1337 (11 Edw. III.) in 
conſideration of his ſervices in Scotland and Ireland, and 
in 1339 was preſent in the parliament holden at Dublin... 
In 1344 he had a ſummons, dated at Weſtminſter 10 July, 
to attend the King at Portſmouth with 20 men at arms and 
50 hobellars, at his own expence, to war againſt Philip, 
the French King, who had violated the truce 2. He obey- 
ed the ſummons, and was ſo eſteemed by the King, 4 that 
he appointed him L. J. of Ireland by patent, dated at 
Weſtminſter 16 May 1347 (20 Edw. III.) with the fee of 


5ool. during pleaſure, which is inrolled amongſt the re- 


cords of Birmingham-Tower s, and corre&s the miſtake of 
his appointment by Sir Richard Cox, (p. 122) and others, 
who place it in 1346 —He returned to Ireland in June, 
and 29 of that month his commiſſion being read in Dublin, 
he took the oath of office; and by a writ * dated at Weſt 
minſter two days after, he was empowered to remove 
ſheriffs, conſtables, bailiffs, and other miniſters, that ſhould 
be found inſufficient. His Majeſty alſo by patent, under 


A writ, dated at Tylagh 7 October 1344 (18 Edw. III.) was 
directed to Roger Darcy Eſcheator, to put Sic Walter de Birming- 
ham in poſſeſſion of the Baronies of Nathirlagh, Athnedeſſe, and 
Dehdon, with part of the manor of Kilkere, which, on the death of 
his wife Elizabeth de Multon, had been ſeized into the King's 
hands; but the King underftanding that ſhe left a ſon and a daugh- 
ter, Sir Walter had a licence to enjoy them for life, by the courteſy 


of England.

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in November, by the aſhſtance of the Earl of Kildare, he 
ſent competent forces againſt O More, and his accom- 
plices, then the chief diſturbers of the kingdom, whom he 
ſo vigorouſly proſecuted with fire, ſword, and continued 
executions, that, although their number amounted to ſome 
thouſands, and their defence was reſolute, he reduced 
them at length to ſubmit to the King's mercy, and obliged 
them to give hoſtages for preſervation of the publick peace,

William Fitz-Thon:as, the ſeventh Lord, who 3 was 
then Lord of Athenry, and was father of 

Thomas, the eighth Lord, who, by the name of Tho- 
mas de Birmingham of Anery, was appointed 30 Jaduary 
1346, the King's chief Serjeant of his county of Conavught, 
during pleaſure; and who received a writ, dated at Dub- 
lin 4 Auguſt 1356, (30 Edw. III) to reſtrain him from 
making war upon the Clenrichardes, wherein the King 
writes, that having been given to underſtant, that his be- 
loved Thomas de Birmingham, Lord of Athenry, and Ed- 
mund de Burgo did intend to raiſe war afreſn upon the 
Clanrichardes, which might be of dangerous conſequence 
and detriment to his ſubjeQs of thoſe parts, commanded | 
them to forbear ſo to do on any account, without the ad- 
vice and conſent of Maurice Fitz-Thomas, Earl of Deſ- 
mond, who was then haſtening from England, with power

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nted bread, wine and wax, for the celebrating maſs in 
the monaſtery of Clare in the county of Galway, founded 
by John de Cogan 1 Edw. III. for the purchaſing of 
which he gave all his lands of Cloymelayn, which lay 
contiguous to the ſaid town of Clare. He alſo gave eigh- 
teen acres of arable land in Gline to the Friary of Athunry, 
to which he was otherwiſe a great benefactor, and was 
there buried in 1374 or 1376, having had iſſue two 
ſons, Richard, killed in 1371 by Malachy O Kelly, chief 

of his ſept, the day he took his father priſoner; and 
Walter, the ninth Lord Birmingham of Athenry, ſtyled 
Walter More (the Great) who in 1377 (1 Rich. II) was 
fined in 100 ſhillings for abſenting himſelf from the parha- 
ment, ſummoned to meet at Triſtledermot 22 January that 
year; but 7 April 1380 he was appointed with Hugh, Bi- 
ſhop of Achonry, and Thomas Fitz-Edmund de Burgo, 
Commiſhoners of Oyer and Terminer, and Juſtices within 
the province of Conaught, which commiſſion the King re- 
voked 12 December following — lle was again ſummoned 
11 September that year, to the parliament holden at Dub- 
lin, as he was 29 April the year following; and by pa- 
tent, dated at Skryne 8 December 1388 (12 Rich. II.) he 
was conſtituted ſheriff of the province of Conaught during 
pleaſure ; being the ſame day, with Sir Thomas Fitz-Ed- 
mund de Burgo, for their fidelity and provident circum- 
ſpection, appointed the King's juſtices for the ſaid pro- 
vince.— And, upon his complaint, that certain Iriſhmen

The Barons by 
tenure, who were accounted peers of the Realm, and ſtyled Barones 
Majores, were ſuch as held any honour, caſtle, or manor (as the head 
of their ancient Barony) of the King by gift, per integram Baroni- 
am, (by whole or entire Baronies) whereby the King reſerved to 
himſelf a tenure in chief by common Knight's ſeryice, or by grand 


ſerjeantie, or = both; ſo that all ſuch, as were tenants.in chief, 


were ſummoned by writ as Barons of parliament. —This being the 
caſe, we cannot but ſuppoſe, that the ancient Barons of Ireland un- 
diubtedly hold their honours by tenure and writ; for, in the year 
1205 Gerald Fitz- Maurice was Baron of Offaley, 60 years before the 
uſe of writs-of ſummons only, and conſequently enjoyed che title by 


the tenure of the barony of Offaley: it is alſo athirmed, that Sir 


Amorey St. Laurence obtained the eſtate and title of Howth by his 
bravery at his fir? landing, in the reign of Henry II. and in the 
fame light we muſt confider alt the ancient Barons of the Realm, 
who having ever. been eſteemed Lords of parliament in right of 
their tenures, their ſucceſſors had writs of ſummons directed to them, 
after that cuſtom was eſtabliſhed by Henry III. whenever a parlia- 
ment was to be held in Ireland. And theſe Barons, whoſe anceſtors 
were thus ſummoned by writ, may now juſtly be called Barons by 


preſcription, for that they have continued Barons, by themſelves 


and their anceſtors, for time immemorial.

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we have hitherto met —_ not with certainty deter- 
mine, though probably it was from a younger ſon of Peter, 
the third Lord Athenry, who lived at Carryck in Carhery.

T mis noble family is derived from Fyfe Mac-Duff, 
who was a man of vaſt wealth and power in the reign of K. 
Kenneth II. of Scotland, and gave that Prince great aſſiſt- 
ance in his wars with the PiQs, about the year 834.— 
On their reduction in 840, K. Kenneth gave to this Mac- 
Duff in reward of his ſervices, all the lands then called 
Otholinia, which he himſelf had conquered from the Picts, 
and which extended from Fife- neſs to Blackmannan, from 
Eaſt to Weſt, and from the river Forth on the South to 
the rivers Tay and Earn on the North. Of this tract of 
land, which he called FIE, he was appointed hereditary 
'Thane or Baron, and this dignity was enjoyed by his 
poſterity in a direct line to

Mac-Duff, the eighth Thane, who after was Earl of 
Fife; he was one of the moſt powerful ſubjeQs in Scotland, 
in the time of Mac-Beath, and conſequently was much 
dreaded by that Uſurper, whom it is well known he killed 
with his own hand, and having greatly contributed to the 
reſtoration of K. Malcolm Canmore, that King confirmed, 
to him his country of Fife, and created him Earl thereof in 
1057 or 1061 ; he likewiſe conferred on him and his poſ- 
terity, many other privileges, and amongſt them to have 


the honour of placing the Kings of Scotland in the Chair of 


State, at their coronation ; that he and his family ſhould lead 
the van of the royal army in the day of battle, and that if 
any of his kindred within the ninth degree, ſhould be guilty 
of manſlaughter, he ſhould be free on flying to the ſanctu- 
ary of Croſs-Mac-Duff, and paying 24 marcs of filver for 
the death of a gentleman, or 12 for a plebeian. The time 
of this great man's death is not certainly known, but his 
lincal deſcendant Duncan, the thirteenth Earl of Fife, hav- 
ing deceaſed without male heirs in 1353 * ; we ſhall here 


proceed with the line of David Duff, deſcended alſo from 


Mac-Duff, who lived towards the cloſe of the fourteenth 
century. | 

The faid David, from whom this noble Lord direal 
deſcends, had a grant from K. Robert III. dated 3 Febru- 
ary 1404, of the lands and barony of Muldavit and Balda- 
vie in the ſhire of Banff, beſides which he poſſeſſed the 
lands of Craighead, Auchingre, Darbreich, Findachly- 
field and others; and the barony of Muliavit continued to 
be one of the chief titles of the family until alienated in the

* The family of Weſley, anciently called De Weleſley, alias 
Welſeley , was of Saxon extraction, and after the Norman con- 
queſt, became ſeated in the county of Suiſex. The firſt of the 
name in Ireland, entered the kingdom in 11932, with K. Henry II. 
to whom he had the honour of heing ſtandard-bearer, and for his 
melitary ſervices, was rewarded with large grants of land in the 
counties of Meath and Kildare; a conſiderable part of which ftill 
remains in the poſleſſion of therepreſentative of the ſamily. His poſ- 
terity were men of great note and diſtinction in this kingdom; a-

In 1722 he was Choſen to parliament for the city of Weſt. 
minſter, and was as 1:ligent in his ſervice in the ſenate, az 
he had before been in the neld, on all occaſions voting 
from the ſtricteſt principles of honour, and juſtice : but 
after ſeven years conſtant attendance, age came upon him, 
and he declined apace; and having had the misfortune of 
a fall, by which his teeth were looſened on that fide, which 


had not been wounded, he was capable of receiving but 


little nouriſhment ; this, together with a gradual decay 
of nature, ended his life 10 February 1731, and his body 
was interred, purſuant to the directions of his will, with 


his Lady, at Owſelbury near Wincheſter in Hampſhire (to 


the poor of which pariſh, who did not receive alms, he left 
20l.) where a neat monument of white and blue marble was 
erected in January 1732, adorned with his arms, and this 
inſcription ;

potentiary in 1715.

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Tais noble family of Roy DON, Rowpen, Raw- 
DEN, RAWDON, is of very great antiquity, as appears 
by many deeds and papers, in the poſſeſſion of ſeveral 
gentlemen within the county of York, and particularly by 
the title-deed of their eſtate, granted by William the Con- 
ueror; part of which eſtate, with the manſion houſe, the 
Karl ſtill enjoys *. The following lines are taken from the

town of Rawdon *; in the manſon houſe whereof, called 
Rawdon-hall, are ſeveral particulars, that have a peculiar 
air of antiquity +, and beſpeak the dignity and worth of 
the owners: and at two miles diſtance ſtood the famous 
abbey of Kirkſtall, the burial-place of the family, to which, 
as is evident by many deeds, they were great benefaQors *. 
To the ſaid Paulin de Roydon, ſucceeded Thor, his ſon; 
the father of Serlo de Rowdon, living in the time of K. 
Stephen, whoſe fon Adam lived in the time of Ricnard I. x 
and was father of Michael de Rawden, who flouriſhed and 
died in the reign of Henry III. leaving, for his ſucceſſor, 
Simon de Rowden, the father of Matthew, living in the 
reign of Edward I. 3; whoſe ſon Richard was father of John 
de Rowden, who appears by deeds, in the poſſeſſion of the 
family, to have lived in 11 and 17 of Edward II. 7 and 23 
of Edward III. and to have left the eſtate to his ſon Mi- 
chael, living in the ſame reigns, who married Mary, 
daughter of Francis Alwoldy, Aldwoldley, (rather Ald- 
woodley) of Aldwoodley in Yorkſhire, and had iſſue Mi- 
chael de Rowden, living 50 Edw. III. whoſe wife was Elea- 
nor, daughter of —— Scot of Scots-hall near Leeds, 
Eſq. by whom he was father of Thomas de Rowden; who 
married the daughter of Sir Simon de Ward, and had iſſue 
John, his ſucceſſor, mentioned in deeds of 50 Edw. III.

* Sir Marmaduke being an honour to the family, we ſhall here give 
an account of his life. He was baptized at Brandſbie 20 March 1582, 
and at the age of ſixteen came to London with his elder brother 
Laurence, who placed him with a merchant, Daniel Hall, who ſent 
him as his factor to Bourdeaux. About 1610 he returned to England, 
and ſettling in London, was elected a common counciiman and 
maſter of the cloth workers company, to whoſe hall, which was con- 
ſumed in the fire of London 1666, he was a great benefactor. In 
161% he was captain of the city militia ; was treaſurer and manager 
for the French merchants, and employed before the council in the 
reign of James I. and Charles I. from both which Princes he receiy- 
ed great favours, and had frequent private conferences on national 
affairs with K. James, who often in his return from wie hems called. 
at his houſe at Hodeſdon, He was in no leſs eſteem with that great 
fayourite the Duke of Buckingham, who would often take him from 
the council board in his coach to his houſe in York-buildings and ad- 
viſe with him two or three hours together. He was one of the firſt 
that fitted out a ſhip for the North Weſt patlage ; he was likewiſe 
one of the firſt that planted in Barbadoes, where he expended above 
10,0001, from which he never received any benefit although others 
did, He was a great adventurer for Spain, France, the Canary 
Iflands, and Turkey; to the Weſt Indies and ſeveral other parts of 
the world, In 1627 he ſerved in parliament for Aldborough, in the 


county of Suffolk, and in 1639 was choſen Alderman of London, 


but paid his fine; about the ſame time he was made one of the city 
Lieutenant Colonels which he held, till perceiving the city inclined to 
the parliament, he laid down his commiſſion, "whereupon being ſuſ- 
pected and ſuſpecting them, he withdrew to Hodeſdon in the county 
of Hertford, where he had built a houſe, and ſettled his affairs. 

Mr. Rawdon's affection to the King was too notorious for him to 
expect quarter, therefore in March 1643 he went to Oxford and of- 
fered his ſervice to the King, diyers citizens having followed him, 
among whom was the famous Medaliſt Johnſon, who was killed in 
theſe wars, After a month's ſtay at Oxford, at his own charge he 
_ raiſed a 8 of foot and a troop of horſe, and was appointed. 

governor of Baſing-houſe in Hampſhire, where he was beſieged by 
Sir William Waller, whom he forced to raiſe the ſiege, but Sir Wil- 
ham to recover his diſhonbur returned the November following with 
8000 horſe and foot. He ſat down before it on Sunday mornin 
linging pfalms, and on Monday 6 November began the aſſault wick 
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John, who ſucceeded at Rawdon-hall, married the 
daughter of Bryan Bradford of Stanley near Wakefield, 


great and ſmall ſhot, very furiouſly, till ten o'clock at night, and 
that afternoon the enemy having potlefſed themſelves of the Grange 
conſiſting of about twenty houſes that were near the outworks of the 
garriſon, Colonel Rawdon commanded thern to be ſet on fire, which 
was executed by his Lieutenant Colonel the aforeſaid Johnſon, 
where they killed and burned about three hundred of Waller's men 
and wounded about five-hundred more, took from them above one. 
hundred muſkets, two brafs cannon, ſkaling ladders, &c. after this 
attack the beſieged had a reſpite for five days, but the Sunday after 
another ſtorm being reſolved on, Colonel Rawdon cauſed his men to 
be ready and to keep cloſe till the enemy came up to the gates, where 
he had ſome drakes ready loaden with caſe-ſhot, and when they came 
he cauſed the gates to be ſuddenly opened and firing his drakes his 
men fell upon and completely routed them. In this action they kill. 
ed near three thouſand men; among Waller's ſoldiers was the Lon- 
don green regiment formerly commanded by Colonel Rawdon, and 
many of them it is reported deſerted from Waller, and could not be 
perſuaded to fight againſt the colonel, who had not in his garriſon at 
that time above five hundred fighting men, but they were choſen, and 
in this action two only were killed and about twelve wounded, Hay. 
ing expended all their ball they were forced to make uſe of the lead 
of the turrets, which the Marchioneſs of Wincheſter and her maids 
caſt into ball while the men defended the works.—Of the ſucceſs of 
this day's action the Colonel ſent an expreſs to the King at Oxford, 
who commanded a perſonal account from the Colonel, and in a few 
days he attended, kiſſed the King's hand, and was received with this 
welcome. My honeſt citizen, I give you thanks for the good ſer- 
vice you have done me,” and knighted him with his own ſword, 
ſaying, © this ſword hath got you honour aud ſhull give it you.“ — 
After this he was beſieged by Lord Fairfax and others twice or thrice, 
but with no better ſucceſs than Waller: one of theſe ſieges laſted 25 
weeks, in which the beſieged ſuffered very much for want of provi- 
fions ; inſomuch that the Marqueſs: of Wincheſter (whoſe it was) 
had thoughts of ſurrendering, but Sir Marmaduke. faid to him, 
** My Lord, you have in the houſe good ſtore of ſack and good to- 
** bacco, pray let me have ſome of it for my ſoldiers, and you may 
*© be — IM with the grace of God as long as there is ever an 
** horſe, dog, cat, rat, or any thing eatable, I will never de- 
liver up the garriſon;“ eventually he was as good as his word, and 


Kept the garriſon till the King ſent Sir John Gage to relieve him,— | 


Notwichſtanding all theſe good ſervices, the Marquefs not liking any 
governor in his houſe but himſelf, he being a papiſt and Sir Marma- 


duke a proteſtant, had him removed, which colt the Marqueſs the 


toſs of his houſe, it being taken byghe parliament forces and razed 
to the ground, As it was chiefly through the Queen's means that Sic 
Marmaduke loſt his place, the King as a compenſation made him 
governor of Weymouth and Melcomb-Regis, but within three days 
news was brought that Weymouth was retaken by the enemy. At 
tength the King ſent for Sir George Liſſe, who was governor of Far- 
ringdon in the county of Berks, and requeſted he would give that 


; $priſon to Colonel Radon, Sir George ſwore he would give _ 
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Eſq. and had iſſue Michael, his heir; and Mary, mar- 
ried to Richard Rookes of 8 in W

him as ſoon as to any man in England, becauſe he was ſure he would 
keep it. Going to take poſſeſſion of Farringdon he was waylaid by 
an ambuſcade of 1500 men but diſcovering it 8 priſoners taken 
by his ſcouts, the enemy was diſappointed.— While he was in com- 
mand here the King being worſted in the North the parliament drew 
their forces within the contribution of Farringdon, firſt to ſtraiten 
them and then by degrees to beſiege them, General Fairfax march- 
ing to the Weſt took in Highworth, and at the ſame time ſent ſum- 
mons to Farringdon, which had been beſieged by Colonel Pudſey 
and others many months before; to this ſummons Sir Marmaduke 
replied ſo tartly that Fairfax would not venture to ſtorm the garri- 
ſon, After the enemy were freſh ſupplied with new forces and had 
fortified themſelves at the Weſt end of the town, with a ſtrong half. 
moon, &c, Sir Marmaduke drove them from the neighbourhood, 
ſeveral times routed them and bravely defended his poſt till his death, 
which happened there 28 April 1646, aged 64 years,—In 1645 he 
was choſen high ſheriff of the county of Hertford, but his zeal for the 
eſtabliſhed church and unſhaken fidelity to the crown, having ren- 
dered him odious to thoſe in power, his family was plundered and 
his eſtate expoſed to ſale. 

He was a benefaQor to the church of All-Hallows-Barking, Lon- 
don, to Clothworker's-hall, to the church of St, Giles-in-the-Fields, 
and to the town of Hodeſdon, in the county of Hertford, erecting for 
the uſe of the inhabitants a freeſtone conduit in the centre of the 
town, repreſenting the figure of the Samaritan woman, with a 
pitcher under her arm pouring out water; he alſo repaired the cha 
of that town, and was a bęnefactor to the Town-houſe, in the win- 
dows of moſt of which places his arms were put up.—He was buried 
in the church at Farringdon z and having married in 1611, Eliza- 
beth, ſole daughter and heir to Thomas Thorowgood of Hodeſdon 
aforeſaid, Efq. who brought him 10,0001, he had iflue by her ten ſons 
and fix daughters; of his eldeſt ſon Thomas hereafter z his third ſon 
Marmaduke was brought up at Cambridge, and was a fellow-com- 
moner of Jeſus College, where having ſtaid two years, in 1635 his 
father ſent him to Mr, Marmaduke Rawdon in the Canary Iſlands, 
from whence he returned to England, afterwards to France, and

again to the Canaries, In the time of the civil wars he was in the 


royal intereſt, and on the King's death travelled into ſeveral coun- 
tries, and followed the profeſſion of a merchant, —Bevil, his eighth 
ſon, was bred a merchant ; Robert, the ninth, died in the Canaries 
unmarried ; and the other ſons died young. 

Thomas the eldeſt ſon was born 20 — 1611-18, and at ten years 
old was ſent to Bourdeaux ; upon the Earl of Briſtol's arrival there 
from Madrid, he acc nied back to England, and contracted 
a friendſhip with Lord George Digby, which continued till their 
deaths, In 1624 he was admitted a fellow-commoner of Trinity Col- 
lege Cambridge. In 1630 his father ſent him to Oporto, where, and 
at Liſbon, he inſpected his father's factories; and in 1638 he returned 
to England through Spain. Upon the breaking out of the civil war 
his father left him at Hodeſdon, according to the policy of the 
age, thinking that not acting againſt the parliament would preſerve 
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chael Rawdon, Eſq. married Elizabeth, daughter of Per- 
cival Thornton of Tyerſall, Eſq. by whom he had a daugh- 
| ter 


the eſtate, but three months after his father's departure he left his 
mother, wife and family, with his brother-in-law Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel Forſter, and followed his father to Oxford, where he was im- 
mediately made Captain of a troop of horſe, by commiſſion dated 
10 July 1643; he was made Lieutenant of the Cuiraffiers by Prince 
Rupert 25 October following: 5 October 1644 he was made a Co. 
lonel of horſe; was at the fight of Charlton or Cherry-down in 
Hampſhire, where Lord John Stuart, Brother to the Duke of 
Lenox, was flain, and the Colonel made an honourable retreat 
bringing up the rere. In this battle his ſcarf was ſhot from his 
neck, his horſe wounded, but himfelf unhurt. He was in both the 
fights at Newberry, in the firſt of which he had one horſe killed, and 
in the fecond bis buff coat was ſhot through near his belly, but the 
bullet being deadened lay between his ſhirt and doublet unknown 
to him till he pulled off his cloaths. 13 May 1644 he had letters of 
fafe conduct, and was ſent the King's agent to Portugal; upon his 
return the King of Portugal preſented him with a ſhip, and gave 
him leave to lade her with ſalt petre, which was the chief occafion 
of his coming, He returned to England by the way of Ireland, and 
tanding at Padſtow in Cornwall, waited on the King at Oxford to 
give him the Portugueſe anſwers, and an account of what had paſſed; 
he kiffed the King's hand, and was ſent to relieve his father at 
Baſing. In May 1645, by letters patent he was made conful in all 
Portugal, and the Ifles belonging to it, worth 1500l. per annum, 
but he never enjoyed the place, another having improperly obtained 
the broad ſeal for it. While the King was at Holmſby he followed 
his royal perſon as near as he could; he waited upon the King at the 
treaty of the Iſle of Wight, and was coptinually employed by his 
Majeſty in meſſages between him and his friends in London, which 
would have colt him his life had he been diſcovered. Having ſtaid 
with the King as long as he was able, he retired to Hodeſdon, whence 


ſeeing himfelf ſequeſtered and in danger, he fled to Teneriff, the 


chief of the Canary Iſlands, to his brother and kinſman the two 
Marmaduke Rawdons. After two years ſtay at the Canaries he failed 
for Barbadoes, and there recovered Rawdon's Plantation and Fiſher's 
Pond, part of the eſtate of his father, which had been detained by 
Captain Hoddip, formerly ſervant to Sir Marmaduke ; and ſettling 
here he ſent for his wife. In 1658 he went with merchandize to Leg- 
horn, from thence he travelled to Rome, Venice and other Italian 
cities, and returned for Barbadoes, but in his paſſage his men were 
betrayed in Barbary putting in for freſh water, and himſelf made 
priſoner by the Spaniards of Majorca, and carried on board the 
Admiral of Spain, who, in retaliation of a ſhip of theirs taken by 
one of Cromwell's frigates, and men maſſacred therein, they 
intended to facrifice the Colonel by ſhooting him, but he repreſent- 
ing that he was as much Cromwell's enemy as they, having always 
fought againſt him, they were appeaſed, and ſet him aſhore at the 
Streights mouth, whence he had fixty miles to go pennyleſs and al- 
moſt ſtrĩpt to Cadiz. In 1662, after the reſtoration, he ſold part o 
his effects in Barbadoes, and returned with his family to England:

| Secretary of State, with whom he continued to his 
death.-In 1625 he was employed in carrying over to the 
Hague a great charge of plate and jewels of the crown, to 
raiſe 100,000. when that great treaty of union was tranſ- 
acted by the King (by his Embaſſadors there, the Duke of 
Buckingham, and Farl of Holland) and the Embaſſadors 
from Sweden, Denmark, and the proteſtant Princes of 
Germany ; which ſum was paid towards the German war, 
and the reſtitution of the Palatinate *. | 
In the parliament of 1639 he was member for Belfaſt * ; 
and in 1641, when the rebellion broke out in Ireland, 
where he had acquired a very conſiderable intereſt, being 
then in London, he haſtened over, by way of Scotland, 
with ſome few friends; and 26 November landing in the 
province of Ulſter, arrived the next night at Liſnegarvy 
now cailed Liſburne), where he found five companies of 
oot, and a troop of horſe, made up of the neighbouring 
Britiſh inhabitants, not half armed (who, having. been 
barbarouſly plundered by the Iriſh, had fled thither) and 
the Lord Conway's troop, drawn up together in the Mar- 
ket-place, expecting hourly to be attacked by the rebels, 
| who, to the number of 8000 ſtrong, under the command 
of Sir Phelim O Neile, lay that night at Brookhill, three 
miles diſtant . Accordingly, the next day, they fell on 
that ſmall party, jn that open town, but were received 
with ſo much bravery and reſolution, that they were often 
- _ repulſed, with great loſs : however, they continued their 
aſſault till night, by which means it pleaſed God to give 
that handful of men a miraculous delivery, by a compleat 
victory, under the command of Mr. Rawdon ; although the 
enemy, during the action, fired and burned moſt part of the 
town. Fifteen hundred of them were found ſlain in the ſtreets 
and adjoining helds, with the loſs of not above 40 of the pro- 
teſtants; but many were wounded, among whom, Mr. Raw- 
don was ſhot in his right hand, and had two horſes killed un- 
der him. Such was his valour and conduct, and ſo much were 
the men animated by his preſence,” that to him was owing 
the firſt check the rebels met with in that province; in re- 
venge whereof, the next day in their retreat, they burned hi;

Mr. Rawdon continued in the army, and ferved with 
ſucceſs in many marches, within the provinces of 
ſter, Leinſter, and Conaught; in taking ſeveral towns 
and garriſons; in relieving and preſerving many hun- 
dred proteſtants, that were priſoners; and continued 
to perform many extraordinary ſervices, in the qualities of 
Serjeant- Major and Major of the horſe ; having the con- 
ſtant command of all the c:ivalry.in Ulſter, in the field, 
conſiſting of twenty-one troops, and being the only held- 
officer of horſe, attending the ſerviee in that province, un- 
til the Iriſh were totally ſubdued, 
After the death of K. Charles I. though General Monck 
(who was his intimate friend) importuned him to take a 


regiment of horſe, to ſerve in Scotland, yet, obſerving the . 


iniquity of thoſe times, he choſe rather to lead a private 


life, and wait for the reſtoration of the royal family, which 


he was very inſtrumental in promoting ; for, ſome time 
before that event, he repaired to General Monck in Scot» 


land, with whom he had all along kept a private correſ- 


pondence, and was one of the few he let into the ſecret of 
his defigns, who defired him, at his return into Ireland, to 
ſound the affections of the people towards the King. For 
which purpoſe he promoted the calling a convention of 
the nobles and gentry ; and was employed into England, 
with aſſurance of their fidelity, and that the army 
there was at his Majeſty's diſpoſal 5 which intelligence 
was tranſmitted to Breda, where the King and court 
then reſided . 5 

Upon the reſtoration, he was commiſhoned one of the 
principal agents for Ireland, to attend the King, and re- 
ceived his Majeſty's directions from Whitehall 13 Dec.

# Information of Lord Sudley. 
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39 'T mis family is ſaid to derive its deſcent from Nicho- 
las de Stockport, Baron of Stockport *, one of the eight 
Barons of the County Palatine of Cheſter, created by 
Hugh Lupus, Earl of Cheſter 2, ho probably ſettled in that 
country before the Norman conqueſt, as the name of the 
town of Stopford is evidently of Saxon origin. The only 
part of the original lands of the family, which now re- 
mains is the eſtate of Salterford, near Macclesfield, which 
eſtate is at this day in the poſſeſſion of the Earl of Cour. 
town, and has belonged to his anceſtors from time imme- 
morial 3. 

The firſt of the family that came into Ireland was 
James Stopford, Eſq. an officer of rank in the parliament 
army, who ſerved in Ireland during the rebellion which 
began in 1641. On the reſtoration of the Royal Family 
he acquired very confiderable eſtates in the city of Dublin, 
and counties of Meath, Weſtmeath, Wexford, Carlow, 
Kilkenny. and Kerry, partly by purchaſe, and partly in 
conſideration of his ſervices during the war. He became 
ſeated at Tarah-hill, in the county of Meath, and married 
two wives ; by his firſt, whoſe name we have not reco- 
vered, he three ſons, viz.

The next year he was at the ſiege of Kingſale againſt the 
Spaniards ; and in the beginning of June 1602, the De. 
puty having collected his forces, took the field, entered 
Tyrone, and marched up to the paſſage of the Black-wa- 
ter, which he had the laſt year diſcovered to be moſt con- 
venient to carry her majeſty's forces that way into the 
heart of Tyrone: He there ſpent ſome time in cauſing a 
bridge to be built over the river, and a fort adjoining, te 

ard the paſſage 3 which, from his on chriſtian name, 

HARLES, was called CHARLE MOUNT, and left cap- 
tain Caulfcild, with his company of 150 men, to com- 
mand it; whoſe ſervices were ſo eminent, that the Queen 
was pleaſed to reward him with a grant of part of Ty- 
rone's eſtate, and other lands in the province of Ulſter. 

After K. James's acceſſion to the crown, he was ho- 
noured with knighthood ; called into his majeſty's privy 
council; made governor of the fort of Charlemount, and 
of the counties of Tyrone and Armagh; and rewarded, 
for his fidelity and worthy ſervice, with many grants of 
lands and cmployments.——In the parliament, which 

met 


20 January 1610 he paſſed patent for 1000 zcres of land in the 
barony of Dungannon, and county of Tyrone; to hold by fealty, 
and the yearly rent, from Eaſter 1614, of eight pounds, Engliſh 
money; with a licence for the next enſuing ſeven years to ſhip 
and export, duty free, out of any harbour of Ireland into England, 
or any other country in amity with the King, all manner of grain, 
hides, wool, linen-yarn, cloth, and all other commodities and mer- 
chandize whatſoever, growing within the ſeveral places of Armagh, 
Tyrone, Colraine, Donegal, city of Derry, Fermanagh, and Ca- 
van; and to import from any of the King's dominions into Ireland 
all manner of victuals and utenſils, materials and inſtruments, to 
the aforementioned places, neceſſary for culture, &c. of the ſaid 
lands, with divers other privileges and advantages.—Theſe 1000 
acres were called Ballydonnell, on which Captain Nicholas Pynnar, 
in his ſurvey of Ulſter, which ſurvey he took from 1 December 1618, 
to 28 March 1619 2 tells us, he built a fair houſe or caſtle, in front 
So feet long, and 28 broad ; two croſs- ends 50 feet in length, and 28 
in breadth; the walls 5 feet thick in the bottom, and 4 at the top; 
very good cellars, and all the windows of hewn ſtone; between the 
two croſs-ends whereof went a wall 18 feet high, and made a ſmall 
court within the building; he made a ftone bridge over the river; 
and made it the faireſt building all together then in the North.—On 
31 January 1611 were granted him 240 acres more, in the precinct of

a year for himſelf, a lieutenant, cornet, and 18 horſe- 
men at 12d. a day each; which office 16 November 1616 
by letters then dated at Weſtminſter, he was direQed to 
ſurrender, and to have a regrant thereof, with ſuch en- 
tertainment as Sir Oliver St. Jahn had received, which 
was accordingly done 12 June 1617, to be exerciſed by 
himſelf, or his ſufficient deputy, during life. J 

20 May 1615 he was appointed one of the council for 
the pro ĩince of Munſter 3 and was rated 100l. to the ſub- 
ſidy granted 8 July that year * ; in 1616 was captain of 
50 foot at ten ſhillings by the day *; and 24 Septetuber 
that year joined in commiſhon with the L. D. St. John 
and others, for ſetting out the eſcheated lands. in Ulſter 
unto ſuch Britiſh undertakers, as were named in the ſe- 
veral tables of aſſignation: Being alſo appointed a com-

Dungannon, at the rent of 36s. 3; in May 1612 the Abbey of St. 
Peter and Paul or the houſe of Canons of the order of St. Auguſtin 
at Armagh, with all the lands thereto belonging, at the rent of 51. 
Iriſh ; and at the taking the inquiſition concerning the poſſeſſions of 
that Abbey 22 * 1614, he was found to be ſeized af the 
premilles in fee. Alſo, 25 March 1619 be obtained by patent all the 
mountains in the province of Ulſter, as concealments in that planta- 
uon +, and making a ſurrender of his eſtate, had a rene wal thereof 
in one patent, dated 12 July 1620, in the counties of Armagh, Ty- 
rone, Monaghan, Derry, Antrim, Lauth, Cavan, Fermanagh, and 
Donegal, the lands being more particularly reprized, that ſo an in- 
de fectible eſtate of all his lands might remain to him and his heirs ; 
to which were added a Saturday market, and two fairs u 1 Au- 
guſt and Michaelmas-day, two days after each, at Claddagh, 
otherwiſe Legarranroe in the county of Armagh; a Saturday mar- 
ket, and two fairs on the feaſts of All-Saints and St. Mark, and two 
days after each, at the Grange of Tulloghoge in the county of Ty- 
Tone; with the creation of Caftle- Caulfeild and Clandaghmore into 
two diſtinct manots, and to hold two fairs at any adjoining conveni- 
ent uk to Caftle-Caulfeild, every Thurſday in Whitſun-week and 
10 Auguſt, and two days after each, with power to impark 2000 
acres ; he and his heits to prepare and have conſtantly ready in Caſ- 
tle-Caulfeild, ſeven muſquets and calivers, and ſeven hand weapons, 
to arm 14 men, for the ö of him and his heirs againſt the re- 
dels, or enemies to the crown; and to pay divecs rents, amounting, 
in the whole to $ol. 13s. 6d. halfpenny a year, |

fer many hardſhips and ſevere trials. During the conteſt 
in this kingdom between K. James and K William, 
he not only engaged himſelf, but his brothers, in the ſer- 
vice of the latter, whereupon he was attainted, and his eſ- 
tate of 500l. a year ſequeſtered, 7 May 1689 by the former's 
parliament : but after the reduction of the kingdom, in 
recompenſe of his ſervices, K. William gave him a regi- 
ment of foot; made him Governor and C. Rot. of the 
counties of Tyrone and Armagh, and Governor of the fort 
of Charlemount. He took his ſeat in the Houſe of Peers 5

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pediton were uſed to relieve him, by marching night and 
day, and at the attack of the breach of the town (24 April) 
Lord Charlemount commanded the firſt brigade, and forc- 
ed an entrance; at which time the General poſſeſſing the 
ſtrong poſts on the hills about the enemy's camp, annoy- 
ed them all in his power; and the King being reduced to 
great extremity, about 1400 men were embarked in ſmall 
veſſels, to join the Engliſh fleet then coming up; which 
done, they failed to Barcelona, and obliged the French, 
after a ſiege of thirty-five days, to retire 11 May, about 
one in the morning, leaving abundance of ammunition 
and proviſions behind. After this (Barcelona being in the 
enemy's hands) his Lordſhip on 16, 22, 25 and 26 Au- 
guſt 1705 aſſiſted as a general officer, in the councils of 
war, held on board the Britannia, concerning the re- 
duction of the place; and the attack of the citadel of 
Monjuich appearing to be the only means, whereby that 


city in a ſhort ſpace might be brought to ſurrender, Lord 


Peterborough, accompanied by the Prince of Heffe-Darm- 
ſtadt and the Lord Charlemount, preſented himfelf with a 
detachment before it 14 September, not knowing that the 
Marqueſs de Velaſco had hanged the Governor and chang- 
ed the garriſon. Lord Charlemount behaved with all ima- 
ginabje bravery, and at the attack of the fort, marched 
into the works at the head of his men, was near the 
Prince of Heſſe when he fell, and continued, during the 
heat of that action, to perform his duty with great reſolu- 
lution 3 which when ended, the Earl of Peterborough 
preſented his Lordſhip and Colonel Southwell to the King 
of Spain, as officers who had done his Majeſty Fs. 
ſervice, for which they received his thankful acknow- 
ledgments.— The taking of this place opened a way for 
the reducing Barcelona, which ſurrendered 9 October 
1705; the ſhare his Lordſhip had in this memorable action 
induced the Queen (25 Auguſt) to promote him to the 
rank of a Brigadier-General of her armics, 22 April 170$

worthy man, and great honour of the law, Sir John Savile 
of this place, Knight, one of the Barons of the Exchequer 
in the time of Q. Elizabeth, and K. James I. whoſe eldeſt 
ſon Henry, was advanced to the dignity of a Baronet in 
1611, but died without iſſue; and whoſe brother, Sir 
Henry Savile, Knt. provoſt of Eton, will ever be remem- 
bered as an ornament to learning, to his family, and to his 
country. Aletheia was daughter and coheireſs to Gilbert 
Millington of Felley-abbey in the county of Nottingham, 
Eſq. ſhe enjoyed all the true comforts of the conjugal ſtate 
with the beſt of huſbands, till 5 June 174i, when he de- 
parted this life, aged 65, leaving his only ſon John, to in- 
herit the poſſeſſions and imitate the virtues of his anceſtors. 
She cauſed this monument to be erected, that no inſtance 
might be omitted of her regard and gratitude to him, 
purpoſing and deſiring, that when ſhe departs this life, her 
remains may be depoſited with his in a vault near this 
place prepared by her for that purpoſe, in hopes that they 
ſhall riſe together to glory and honour, through the mercies 
of God, and the merits — eſus Chriſt our Lord. 
The above mentioned Aletheia died 24 June 1759, in 
the 77 year of her age, and was here interred. 


And on another monument of equal elegance, erected 
at the ſame place to the memories of Sir John and Sir Hen-

46 Hisrory informs us, that the name of this anci- 
ent noble family was originally Tx18 TRAM, and changed 
to ST. LAWRENCE on the following occaſion; one of 
them being, on that ſainf's day, to command an army near 
Clontarffe, againſt the common invaders of the realm (the 
Danes) bound himſelf by a ſolemn vow to St. Lawrence 
(as was cuſtomary in thoſe times before any hazardous at- 
tempt, battle, danger by fea, &c.) that if he obtained the 
victory, he would aſſume his name, and entail the ſame on 
his poſterity. After a very hot, but ſucceſsful,” engage- 
inent, he performed his vow by taking the name of St. 
Lawrence, which hath ver ſince continued his family's 
ſarname; and to perpetuate the memory of his victory, 
the ſword, wherewith he fought, is fill ha ing in the 
hall of Howth, the family's reſidence from their firſt arri- 
val in Ireland *. $65 

The family, without doubt, was of note in Eoglläd 
long before the Norman conqueſt, for we are told, that 
Sir Triſtram was one of the Knights of K Arthur's 
Sir round table, and predeceſſor to Sir Amoricus, Almericus, 
Amorey, Amorey Triſtram, who came into Ireland in the reign of 
i Henry II. being induced to accompany his brother-in-law 
Baron. Sir John Courcy in his expedition hither, on account of a 
mutual . to be equal adventurers and ſharers in 

each other's undertakings and victories. 
In the year 1177, when Sir John Courcy was command- 
ed into Ireland by the King, he had a grant under the

It hath been remarked in Hiſtory, as an inary circum- 
ſtance attending this family, that the eſtate and Atle have been poſ- 
ſeſſed by them near 600 years, the former without any increaſe or 
diminution ; during which time there never was an attainder in the 
family (which particular indeed is true) nor did the eſtate and title 
over deſcend to a minor, or a fecond ſon *, But how little founds- 
tion there is for thjs laſt afſertion will be evinced in the enſuing 
Pages.

fer, ſhould enjoy all the lands he ſhould win by his ſword 
in that kingdom, exempt from charge or tribute, as a 
reward for his ſervice, ſaving his homage to the King as 
ſupreme and abſolute Lord of the land. Sir John being in 
ſtrict friendſhip with a worthy Knight, named Sir Amoricus 
Triſtram, who had married his filter, propoſed to him one 
day in St. Mary's church at Roan, that whatever they 
ſhould win in 2 realm, either by ſervice or otherwiſe, 
ſhould be divided between them. Sir Amoricus cloſing 
with the propoſal, they ſerved together in France, Nor 
mandy, and England ; and Sir John being ſent (as juſt 
now mentioned) into Ireland, their firſt landing was at 
Howth near Dublin; where their entrance being diſputed 
by the Iriſh, a very ſharp battle enſued at the bridge of 
Ivera near the Hill of Howth, when Sir John Courcy be- 
ing detained on board by ſickneſs, or ſome other impedi- 
ment, and Sir Amorey commanding in chief, his valour 
and conduct were ſo conſpicuous, and the fight fo ſuc- 
ceſsful, that the land and title of Howth were allotted to 
him for his part of the conqueſt. In this engagement 
he loſt ſeven ſons, uncles, and nephews. 

After this proſperous entrance, they proceeded north» 


ward, and by ſeveral ſkirmiſhes reduced the province of 


Ulſter ; in the performing of which, after the firſt battle 
near Downe, Sir Amorey for ſome time was miffing, but 
at length was found leaning on his ſhicld near a hedge, 
whence he had plucked ſome honey-ſuckles and wild roſes, 
to refreſh and ſupport him under the laſs of blood, from 
three ſuch large wounds, as cauſed his life to be defpaired 
of for nine days; and he was carried from the battle by 
four men upon his ſhield *. 


In 1189, upon the removal of Sir John Courcy from 


the government by K. Richard L and ſubſtituting in his 
room Hugh de Lacie, the younger, Lord of Meath, the 
Iriſh no ſooner heard of the change, than they reſolved to 
regain their country from Courcy, now diveſted of his 
power. Sir Almericus, being then in Conaught with 30 
knights and 200 footmen, was advertiſed by letters from 
Courcy of his removal, and deſired to repair to higgfliſt- 
ance againſt the Iriſh, who had thus conſpired to exkirpate 
the Engliſh. Sir Amorey prepared to join him; but O 
Conor King of Conaught, underſtanding his deſign, aſ- 
ſembled all his power to intercept his march, which Sir 
Amoxey perceiving, animated his men rcefolutely to attack

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the enemy; but the horſe inclining to preſerve themſelves 
by flight, the footmen thus cried out to Sir- Amorey, 
«© thou worthy Knight of Knights, that in all theſe affairs 
e waſt ſo accounted, let not thy end this day diſhonout 
te thee from thy youth hitherto 3 remember how many 
& battles and painful travels we have accompanied with 
«© thee; remember, thou noble Knight, that from our 
«© countries, our parents, our children and fubſtance, we 
«© have not refuſed to follow thee, as our God upon the 
«© earth; remember thy worthy acts, and eſpecially thy 
«© heroic doings in Uriel, when we gave ſhamefully back, 
«« and all was loſt, unleſs thou hadſt diſmounted and com- 
«© forted us, and killed thy horſe, in token that thou 
£© woulſt not flee from us, and tookeſt upon thee to be our 
< ſhield of defence : diſbonour not then the houſe thou art 
ce come of, for better thou badft never been born; but re- 
«© member here is thy blood, and thy poor friends in our 
« laſt neceſſity.” | | 

Theſe words were ſpoken by his younger brother, with 


which he was ſo affected, that for ſome time he could make 


no reply; but at length broke out and ſaid, «© Who will, 
6 may fave his life by flight on horſeback, if he can; but 
« aſſuredly my heart will not ſuffer me tg leave theſe my 
«© poor friends in their neceſſity, with whom I would ſooner 
<c die in honour, than live with you in diſpraiſe; but to 
46 all thoſe that will ſtand this day, I can ſay no more than 
this, as cur lives ſhall together depart, ſo ſhall my ſoul 
«© accompny with yours to the latter day; and in doing 
e this, I give you all moſt humble thanks, that this day 
6c will live and die in the field. And, my fellows and 
«« friends, all bear witneſs with me the latter day, that 
«© to God I render and yield my ſoul; my ſervice to my

« and wife; my force, might, pain, and goodwill to my

and kifling the croſs of his ſword, thruſt it through his 
Horſe, ſaying, be ſhould nder ſerve againſt them, with whom 
be ſo wortbily and truly had ſerved 3 example was 
follofed by all the horſemen, except two young gentle- 
men, whom he ordered to ſtand on the next hill to ſee the 
battle, and after it was over, to carry the news to his bro- 
ther; which they accordingly did, and teſtified all the cir- 
cumſtances of this tranſaction. 
This done, he engaged the enemy, conſiſting of 20,000 
men, ſo deſperately, that one thouſand were ſlain, but be-

ing overpowered by numbers, he and his party periſhed to 

a man. Thus died Sir Amorey Triſtram, who, among 
« a thouſand Knights, might be choſen for beauty and he- 
cc roic courage 3 for humility and courteſy to his inferiors; 
cc yielding to none but in the way of gentleneſs.” 

By the ſiſter of Sir John Courey, Earl of Ulſter, he left 
three ſons, the two younger of whom were ſlain on Good- 
Friday 1203, in afliſting their uncle Courcy againſt Lacie's 
men, Who fell upon them, when unarmed, in the church-

yard of Downpatrick ; and Sir Nicholas Fitz-Amorey, the Nicholas,

Lambert Simnel, the famous impoſtor, perſonated the Earl Baron. 
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in Ireland moſt faithfully defended K. Henry's title and in- 


tereſt, among whom principally were Octavianus de Pala. 
tio, Archbiſhop of Armagh; Edmund Courcy, Biſhop of 
Clogher; the Lord Howth 5 the family of the Butler's ; 
and the citizens, 
next year in the Whitle of Stole, the King ſent for the no- 
bility of Ingland, to reward ſuch as had proved their loyal- 
ty, and reprove thoſe who had departed from their alle- 
giance ; when his Lordſhip's fidelity and ſervices were fo 
conſpicuous, that the King, in recompence thereof, pre- 
ſented him with three hundred pieces of gold (ſome ſay 300l. 
ſterling) and by charter, dated 4 March 1489, confirmed 
to him the lands of Howth, &c. he having the year before 
(notwithſtanding his ſtrict attachment to the crown) taken 
the oath of allegiance, and done his homage before Sir 
Richard Edgecombe, in the great chamber at St. Thomas- 
Court, Dublin. 

In 1490 (6 Hen. VII.) he was preſent in parliament, as 
he was again 12 September 1493 in that, held by the L. D. 
Gormanſton. He attended the L. D. Kildare to the fa- 
mous battle of Knocktowe in Conaught, fought againſt the 
Iriſh 19 Auguſt 1504; in the council of war, previous to 
that engagement, the Lord Gormanſton thus delivered 
his opinion, it was as good to be deferred as to beyglone, 
4c for after a good adviſement there ſhould come à good 
& opinion, for a juſt mind never liked woe, let us under- 
& ſtand the matter ere we take this weighty matter in

The Earl, after accepting the poſt, in a diſcourſe with Colo- 
lonel Robert Levingſton, a perſon of conſiderable eſtate and fair 
reputation, and who had ſeveral employments in that province, 
took occaſion to mention the ſcandal that lay upon New-York 
on thoſe accounts, and expreſſing a zeal to put a ftop to that 

ratical trade, the Colonel propoſed the employing of Captain 
William Kid, lately arrived thence in a trading ſloop of his 


own, who knew the principal pyrgges, and their uſual reſorts, 
and who would undertake to ſeize [moſt of them, in caſe he 


might be employed in one of the King's ſhips, a good failor, of 


about thirty guns and 150 men. His Lordſhip acquainted the 
King with the propoſal, and his Majeſty conſulted the Admiral- 
ty ; but the war employing all his ſhips, and the great want of 
eamen, together with the remoteneſs of the voyage, and the 
uncertainty of meeting with, or taking the pyrates, occaſioned 
the laying aſide of this * as impracticable at that time. 
Colonel Levingſton finding no hopes of ſucceeding this way, 
ropoſed to his Lordſhip, that if perſons of conſideration might 
induced to join in the expence of fitting out a proper ſhip, he 
had ſuch an opinion of Kid's _—_— and integrity, that = 
ſelf and Kid would be at the fift of the charge, offering to 
become bound with him for his faithful execution of the com- 
miſſion, and ſafe bringing back of the veſſel.

The ſaid e King, eldeſt ſon of Sir Robert aforeſaid, 
in the rebellion of 1641, was firſt a Captain, and after a Major- 
General in the King's army, in which ſtations his ſervices were 
very conſiderable ; particularly his relief of the caſtle of El- 
phin, aſter about fiſteen weeks fiege, the befiegers at the ap- 
proach of him, Captain Robert Ormſby and other commanders, 
thamefully running away: He brought from his garriſon of 
Boyle about 140 head of cattle, of which after the beſieged had 
freely taken what they pleaſed, and were fully refreſhed, he 
promiſed them more relief when they fhould want; and ac- 
cordingly often relieved and joined their forces, to aſſiſt them 
and —_ Engliſh garriſons againſt the rebels; by which means 
they remained ſafe till after the ceſſation of arms, that the 
Ford Taaffe, under pretence of a commiſſion fram the King, 


ſurprized and took the caſtle, deprived Biſhop Tilſon of a great 


rt of his goods, and placed a Popiſh Biſhop, with ſome 
Prieſts and Friars in the caſtle. He continued very active dur- 
ing this time of conſuſion, and frequently diſturbed the Popiſh 
Biſhop of Clogher, then General of the Ulſter army, ſtyled 
the confident victorious Catholick army of the North , and 21 — 
1650 was an aſſiſtant in the famous victory gained over his 
forces, when he took the Biſhops priſoner with his own hands, 
who (by Henry Ireton's command) was executed the next day. 

After Cromwell's death, being very zealous for the reſtora- 
tion of K. Charles II. to his juſt rights, he fell under his Ma- 
jeſty's peculiar notice, and was one of the firſt he advanced to 
the Peerage of Ireland, by the title of Baron Kingfton of King- 
fon, with this pr-amble, to the patent of creation, which bears

thence by Lundy, who directed him to march his men to join 
the Proteſtants in he Lagan, and to be at Clady, Lifford, and 
Long-Cauſeway, or the places near, on Monday 15 April, by 
ten o'clock in the morning ; which directions his Lordſhip re- 
ceiving only at ten o'clock the night before, and the neareſt of 
his forces being zo miles from the place of rendefvouz, he called 
a council of war, and by their advice, with ten or twelve horſe, 
went very early the next morning towards Derry, to inquire into 
the ſituation of affairs. When he came within five miles of Ra- 
phoe, he met feveral of the Engliſh running from Cladyford, who 
acquainted him, that Lundy, with the Britith forces, were fled 
to Derry ; that the Iriſh had got to Raphoe, between his Lord- 
ſhip and that place; that Derry afforded neither room for his 
men, nor forage for his horſes ; that he muſt ſhift for himſelf, 
and his men might take K James's protection. 

Hereupon he returned to Donegall; diſpatched orders for 
the horſe to ſecure themſelves in Enniſkillen, and the foot at 
Donegall, Ballythannon, and other places ; and then, with ſome 
of his officers forcing a French veſſel at Killy put out to 
Tea, and landed in Scotland, whence he haſt to give K. 
William an account of affairs; hoping to have made a ſpeedy 
return with his Majeſty's commiſſion and orders. But the deſign 
of this noble Lord (who inherited his father's courage, whole 
hand the Iriſh had felt in the rebellion of 1641) for the preſer- 
vation of that part of the country, which he proſecuted with 
extraordinary zeal and reſolution, were unhappily fruſtrated by 
the confuſed and peremptory orders, which he received ' froin 
Colonel Lundy ; and himſelf, by Tyrconnel's proclamation 5 of 
March, exempted from mercy, or the King's favour ; was at- 
tainted by the parliament 7 May, and had his eſtate ſequeſtered ; 
but 26 Auguſt following he commanded a regiment of foot at 
the taking of Carrickfergus ; and on the reduction of the king- 
dom, took his ſeat in parliament 5 October 1692 . By deeds 
dated 19 and 20 December 3693, + demiſed to Henry, Lord

nity of families, the uſe of the ſurname of one for the 
chriſtian name of. others of eminence and worth, is ac- 
counted fatisfa and conclufive.

But what undoubtedly proves the family of Jocelyn to 
be of great antiquity, is, that when the Romans, after be- 
ing maſters of Britain 500 years, took their final farewel 
of it, and carried with them many of their brave old Bri- 
tiſh ſoldiers, who had ſerved in their wars both at home and 
abroad, they rewarded their ſervices with a grant of Armo- 
rica in France; which country included a great part of 
Normandy, and from them was afterwards called Littl-- 
Britany ; and as thoſe Britons gave name to the country in 
eneral, ſo probably they did to the particular towns and 
icats they inhabited: it is therefore reaſonably ſuppoſed

SIR RALPH GORE, the preſent Earl of Roſs, 52 
derives his deſcent from John Gore of London, Eſq. the John.

Here Lye the Bodies of Gerard Gore, Citizen,

He was educated at the King's ſchool in Worceſter, un- 
der the famous Henry Bright, from whence, in five years, 
he was temoved to Chriſt's Church, Oxon, where, al- 
though he had a tutor of the College, yet his education 
was more 22 entruſted to an uncle of his own then 
a fellow of All-Souls College, and a man of learning and 
prudence. 4 November 1621 he was admitted of the In- 
ner Temple, where he addicted himſelf to poetry, the ma- 
thematics and ſuch ſtudies, neglecting the ſeverer one of 
the laws of Erigland, till he at len k became acquainted 
with the celebrated John Selden, who ſoon diſcovering a 
ready wit and ſound judgment, ftudioufly afforded him oc- 
caſion of diſplaying theſe qualifications, by admitting bim 
to the converſation of himſelf and his contemporaties, 
where having been inſtructed in the value of civil learn- 
ing, he ſoon after applied cloſely to that courſe of ſtudy, 
and particularly to the laws of England, which he after 
made his profeſſion, and was called to the har, where his 
practice was for the moſt part in the Star-Chamber, and 
there he became very eminent. He was elected burgefs 
for the town of Cardigan in the Engliſh parliament which

From the year 1641, when he retired from the parlia- 
ment, until 1660, he forſook his profeſſion, for in that 
interval he never received a fee, nor could he be pre.

And by his charter writing himſelf ſon and heir to Richard 
de Greinville; he confirmed the gift of his father of four 
ſhillings rent, &c. in Chiſton, which charter was certain. 
ly in the reign of Henry III. Sit Alexander Hampden, 
one of the witneſſes thereto calling himſelf ſheriff of Buck- 
ingham, in which office he continued from 43 to 52 cf 
that reign.—T he prior and convent of Benthley gave to this 
Euſtace de Greinvile all their lands, &c. to which Sir Alexan- 
der Hampden was a witneſs. —In 52 Henry III. William de 
Valence, Earl of Pembroke, brother by his mother to K, 
Henry III. acknowledges the receipt of 2 marcs for one 
knight's fee, which Euſtace held of him in Wotton, giyet 
at Wotton, and ſealed with the ſeal of arms of the faid 
Earl. He was knighted in or before 1 Edward I. 2 
appears by deedls in that year; and in 2 Edward I. Hugh 
dela Wichead granted to Sir Euſtace his heirs and affignes, 
his whole right in that virgate of land, with meſſuage, 
croft and meadow, which William de Hame, his brother 
held of him the ſaid Euſtace, in Wotton and Hame, neat 
Brehul, which grant bears date at Wotton on the feaſt of 
St. Nicholas 6 December 1273. It alſo appears that the ſaid 


Euſtace held one knight's fee in Wotton, of William de 


Valence, as he did of the King, 24 Edward I.-<—Sr 
Euſtace had 2 numerous iſſue, and ſeveral of his ſons 
muſt have arrived at maturity before the reign of K.

* The Author of the Life of this Sir John Fortefcue, chief Juſtice 
of England, in the Briographia Britannica, hath caſt ſome Doubts 
upon the deſcent of this family, by rejecting Mr. Prince's deduction 
thereof from Sir William Pole's authentic manuſcripts, and produc- 
ing other proofs to ſupport his conjeQures, that the ſaid Sir John 
was not- the ſon of Sir John, Captain of Meaux, but the third and

But, in ſupport of a well atteſted Pe- 
digree, imparted to me (ſays Mr, Lodge) by Chicheſter Forteſcue, 
Eſq., which deduces the family as in the Text, it is neceſſary to ob- 
ſerve that Sir John, the Judge, could not (probably) be the ſon of Sir 
Henry, the Judge, if we condder the time of their reſpective prefer- 
ments in the law: for, the very year that Sir Henry was ſent into Ire- 


land, Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, (his Appointment bein 


preſerved among the records in Birmingham Tower) Sir John was o 
eminent a lawyer, as to be made governor of Lincoln's-Inn; and this 
being at a time, when the Inns of court were in a flouriſhing condi- 
tion, we may reaſonably infer, that the latter employment was, at 
leaſt, equal to the former, the ſalary of which was only 4ol. a year; 
and, that they were rather contemporaries and brothers (as my pedi- 
gree fairly makes them) than father and fon, Further, it is very 
reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that the governor of Meaux was at that time 
in the vigour of his age, an active, able Comm ander in France, and 
on that account entruſted with the cuſtody of fo important a place, 


which being reduced in the year 1421, and the Arno, of Sir 


Henry and Sir John happening in 1426, it ſeems improbable, that a 
grandfather, father, and ſon ſhould, in the ſpace of ve years, be pro-

. venſtone, Eſq. ; and Sir John Forteſcue of Punſburn, 
otherwiſe Pombery in Hertfordſhire, who is inrolled among 
thoſe gentlemen, that could ſpend 10l. a year in that coun- 
ty; and was a great officer and ſtickler for K. Henry VI.

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which deſcended to his fon and heir Henry, of full age at 
the death of his father, who was ſheriff of Hertfordſhire 
in 1563, (5 Eliz.); after whom that manor was conveyed 
to the crown, and granted by Q. Elizabeth to Sir Henry 
Cock ; to whom the ſaid Henry alſo fold the Manor of 
Winderidge, in the ſame county. ES 

Sir Adrian Forteſcue, a brave ſoldier, who attended K. 


III. and having aſſiſted him effeQually in gaining the crown, 


was knighted by him in the field under his banner; was 


appointed alſo porter of Calais ; made a Knight of the 
Bath at the creation of Henry, Prince of Wales, 18 Fe- 
' bruary 1503, and had ſeveral other honours conferred on 
him by that King. He likewiſe ſerved Henry VIII. in his 
wars; in whoſe fifth year, he and his brother John had 
the King's letters of protection, to go with Sir Charles 
Herbert to the fiege of Therouenne and Tournay, when 
the memorable battle of he Spurs was fought, and thoſe 
places reduced to the King's obedience. In 1520 he at- 
tended on the Queen. at that famous interview between 
K. Henry and the French King; and in 1523 was a prin- 
cipal commander of thoſe forces, which took Bray and 
Montdidier, and ravaged thoſe parts of France.—But not- 
withſtanding his great ſervices, and that he had for many 
years enjoyed the King's favour ina ſpecial degree, he was 
attainted of high treaſon for endeavouring t iſe rebellion ; 
and, though no poſitive proof was urged Againſt him, he 
was executed 10 July 1539, being much regretted, as a 
perſon of great learning, prudence, and military. ſkill, and 
as one that was made a ſacrifice to the King's peace and 
gratificationy being a friend to Henry, Marqueſs of Exe- 

ter, of whom the King had entertained ſome ſuſpicions. 
He married firſt Anne, daughter of William Stoner, of 
Stoner in the county of Oxford, by whom he had two 
daughters, Margaret, married to Thomas, Lord Went- 
worth; and Frances, to Thomas, Earl of Kildare—His 
ſecond wife was Anne,, daughter of Sir William Rede af 
Rockingham-Caſtle in Northamptonſhire, and by her he 
had three ſons and two daughters ; Sir John, his heir ; 
Thomas ; Sir Anthony, who was knighted by Q. Mary, 
made mareſchal of Ireland; and after his return from that 
kingdom, Comptroller of the houſhold of Cardinal Pole, 
when Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; and marrying his niece, 
was convicted of treaſon in the reign of Q. Elizabeth, for 
his attachment to that family ; for (as Cambden writes) en-

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tering into a deſign with Arthur and Jeffrey Pole, brothers, 


grandſons to George, Duke of Clarence, of withdrawing 
into France, and there, by the aſſiſtance of the Houſe of 
Guiſe, to levy a ſufficient force, which they purpoſed to 
tranſport into Wales, and proclaim Mary, Queen of Scots, 
Queen of England, and Arthur Pole, Duke of Clarence, 
he made a full and clear confeſſion thereof; but pleading 
for himſelf and his friends, that they meant not to diſturb 
the Queen, their deſigns being to take place after her death, 
which they were aſſured (by practiſing with conjurers, for 
which he had been before committed) would happen with- 
in the courſe of that year, 1562, their execution was pre- 
vented, and he was diſcharged in 1566.He lived ſeveral 


years after, and by his ſaid wife Catharine, cldeſt daughter 


of Sir Jeffrey. Pole of Lordington in Suſſex, left a fon pars 
— The two daughters were, Mary, married to William, 
fon and heir to John Norris of Fyfield in Berkſhire, Eſq. ;

Sir John Forteſcue, the eldeſt fon of Sir Adrian, a per- 
ſon of much learning and an able ſtateſman, being educated 
at Oxford, and the inns of court, became a great favourite 
with the EA of Hertford, by whoſe recommendation to 
the Princeſs Elizabeth, he made uſe of his learning in the 
direction of her ſtudies, particularly in the Latin and Greek 
languages; and was made keeper of the royal wardrobe 
by K. Hen VIII. in which he was continued to his death. 
In the parliament, held 28 Eliz. he was member for the 
town of Buckingham, in and thoſe of 31, 35, and 39 of 
her reign was Knight for the county of Bucks. —In 1590 
(32 Eliz.) he ſucceeded Sir Walter Mildmay, as Chancellor 
and Under-Treaſurer of the Exchequer, and tranſacted 
the affairs of the revenue with much prudence, and the 


higheſt probity; on which account he was ſworn a privy 


counſellor, and in 1592 was commiſhoned with Henry, 
Lord Hunſdon, Thomas, Lord Buckhurſt, and others, for 
the trial of Sir John Perrot, accuſed of ſome indiſcretions 
during his government in Ireland, and particularly of paſ- 
fionate and diſreſpectful expreſſions of the Queen, who 
found him guilty, but recommended him to her Majeſty 23 
an object of pity, which prevented his ſuffering according 
to ſentence, He was in ſeveral other important commili 
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ons for the good of the publick, and eſpecially in ſuch as 
33 reſpeQed. the revenue; and enjoyed ſo great a ſhare in the 
, Queen's favour, that ſhe was wont to ſay, ws men out- 
| did ber expectation, Forteſcue for integrity, and Walſingham 
4 for ſubtilty and active Ser vice. But, he is ſaid by ſome au- 


? thors (which is contradicted by others) to have fallen un- 
y der the diſpleaſure of her ſucceſſor, becauſe he had been 
5 againſt admitting him to the throne without articles: 


However, he was continued by him of the privy council 2 
9 May 1603, and was made Chancellor of the dutchy of 
Lancaſter in exchange for his poſt in the exchequer.—He 
acquired a good eſtate near Newport in Bucks, where he 
built Salden-Houſe, in which 27 June 1603, he entertain- 
ed K. James, his Queen, Prince Henry, and Princeſs Eli- 
zabeth, who lay there, in their journey from Scotland. 
On 23 December 1607 he departed this life at Salden, and 
was buried 4 July 1608, Mr. Cambden, Clarcncicux King 
of Arms attending, and direQing his funeral.

He was a perſon of ſuch 
ang * diſtinguiſhed knowledge in the law, that he was appointed 
Fallapit. Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas in Ireland 25 June 
1426 (4 Hen. VI.) with the fee of 40l. a year, from which 
he was removed by the King's writ, dated 8 November 
1427 (6 Hen. VI.) but while he continued in that poſt, 
his virtue and integrity gained him a general eſteem, and he 
enjoyed a great ſhare of the King's favour. He was founder 
of the houſes of Wood, and Fallapitt, or Fallowpit, by his

Sir Henry, by his ſecond wife, heireſs to the family of 
Fallapit of Fallapit, in Eaſt-Alwington, Devonſhire, had 
Richard Forteſcue, Eſq. his ſucceſſor there, the father of 
John, whoſe daughter and heir Elizabeth, being married 
to Lewis, third ſon 7 Jobn Forteſcue, of Spurlſtone, Eſq,

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he fled into Holland, and dying there, was interred at 
Delpht, where a monument is erected to his memory; Peter; 
Sir Nicholas (made by the Biographers, through miſtake, 
Page 1999, the youngeſt ſon of William Forteſcue of Fil- 
leigh, by the daughter of Sir Roger Giffard, hereafter men- 
tioned, and brother to Sir Faithful) was a Knight of Malta, 
alſo knighted at Whitehall 2 February 1617, by K James 
J. for the cauſe: of whoſe ſon K. Charles, loſt his life at 
Lancaſter. He was a perſon of ſo dextrousan addreſs, that 
when he came into notice, he came into favour, and when 
he entered the court, had not only the chamber, but the 
cloſet of the Prince open.— He did much in his perſon,

Let us now proceed with Sir John Forteſcue, ſecond ſon Sir 
of Sir John, Captain of Meaux.—He was an able ſtateſ- 
man; remarkable for his great virtue, abilities, and learn- 
ing, and particularly diſtinguiſhed for his profound know- 
ledge and experience in the laws; on which account, in 
1426 and 1429 (4 and 7 Hen. VI.) he was made a Gover- 
nor of Lincoln's-Inn ; in Michaelmas Term 1430 (8 Hen. 
VI.) was called to the degree of a ſerjeant at law; in 
Eaſter Term 1441 (19 Hen. VI.) was appointed the King's 
Serjeant; and 25 January 1442 conſtituted chief juſtice of 
England, having a renewal of his patent 28 May 1447, 
with the addition of 40l. to his annual fee. This office he 
held throughout the reign of Henry VI. whom he ſerved 
faithfully in all his troubles, and from whom he received 
many peculiar favours ; for which, in the firſt parliament 
of Edward IV. held at Weſtminſter 4 November 1461, he 
was involved in the act of attainder with the King, Queen, 
Prince Edward, and many others ; after which misfortune, 
K. Henry, flying into Scotland, conſtituted him his Chan- 
cellor, George Nevil » Biſhop of Exeter and Chancellor, re- 
maining in the ſervice of K. Edward IV. and for that rea- 
ſon his name doth not occur in the records, as Chancellor 
of England.-In April 1463 he attended the Queen and 
Prince, with the Duke of Exeter and many others, who 
tollowed the fortunes of the Houſe of Lancaſter, to Liſle 
in Flanders, and remained in exile till he returned with 
them, and landed at Weymouth 14 April 1471, upon a 
ny of affairs turning to their advantage : but all being 
oft in the battle of Tewkſbury, fought on Saturday 4 


May following, K. Edward, in a ſhort time, was prevailed 


with to pardon and relcaſe him, and to reſtore him to ſome

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degree of ſavour. His abilities and integrity were ſo emi. 
nent, that he is mentioned among authors, by the ſtyle of 
that great and famous lawyer ; that 133 and upright judge;

Thomas Forteſcue the eldeſt fon, heir to his father, was 
born 1 May 1744, ſerved in parliament for the borough 
of Trim, married firſt in March 1970, Mary, daughter 
of Thomas late Lord Longford, and had Chicheſter, 
who died young; Elizabeth; and Anna-Maria; he 
married ſecondly Mary, daughter of Mr. Nicholſon, and 
by her had Chicheſter, and Harriot both living « - ' 
We return now, to. William. Forteſcue of Newragh in 
the county of Louth, Eſq., ſecond fon of Sir Thomas of 
Dromiſken Knt. which William was ſome time Lieutenant 
to his father's company of foot, a brave and gallant Offi 
cer during the troubles of K. James's reign ; for (as he tells 
us himſelt) being in 1688 Captain of a foot-company in 
the Earl of Clancarthy's regiment, quartered at Bandon in 
. the county of Cork, he and ſome Proteſtant officers, ſoon 
after that King's abdication of the government, aſſociated 
with the Earl of Inchiquin, and other proteſtants of the pro- 
vince of Munſter, by whom he wasappointed to command in 
chief the inhabitants of and about the Town of Bandon ; 
and the 26 of February 1688 being the general day ap- 
inted for difarming the Proteſtants, the Iriſh Horſe and 
oot, quartered in that town, being under arms, and com- 
manded by the Lord Upper-Offory, Sir Daniel O Neile, 
and others, and the Earl of Clancarthy approaching the 
gates with great reinforcements of his own and other regi- 
ments, all ready to fall upon and diſarm the Proteſtants, 
Captain Forteſcue headed them, attacked all the Iriſh poſts, 
and, after a ſharp diſpute, wherein ſeveral were killed and 
wounded, he became maſter of the Town ; made the Iriſh 
officers and ſoldiers, priſoners of war; compelled the Earl 
to draw off his forces; and forthwith proclaimed King 
William and Queen Mary. This ſervice expoſed him to 
the reſentment of the Iriſh, by whom he was afterwards a 
very great ſufferer ; for, the Palle of Inchiquin, Barrymore 
and others, being broken, he narrowly eſcaped with con- 
dittons for his life, on ſurfender of the Town upon articles 
with Lieutenant General Mac Carthy; and the Earl of Clan- 
carthy, in mere prejudice to his firm adherence to the Pro- 
teſtant intereſt, not only detained above 150l. of his mo- 
ney, which he had got into his hands ; but, upon the land- 
ing of K. James afterwards, and his confirmation of the 
aid articles, did, the very next day; in direct oppoſiti 
' 5 thereto, 


1 Ulſter Od. and ColleQ, 
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thereto, iſſue his own Warrant for ſearching him, direQ. 
ed to ſome of his officers, who robbed him of all his money 
apparel, and goods, to the value of 200l. ; committed him 
to Cork-Gaol, among thieves and vagabonds ; kept him in 
reſtraint above eleven months, with daily threats of death, 
and refuſed him all ſubſiſtence, bail, exchange, or habeas 
corpus : beſides which the Earl of Clancarthy, in his 
march northward with his regiment, to expreſs his further 
reſentment, commanded thoſe very compames the Captain 
had fo diſarmed in Bandon, to plunder his houſe in the 
county of Louth (while he lay in Gaol above 130 miles 
diſtant) who took away all his ſtock, and goods to the a- 
mount of 1 500l.; burned and deſtroyed his dwelling and 
improvements, which he had new built and made; ſtrip-
